ENGLISH-ABST: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To allow a handy terminal to easily display the details of an article 
of a large information quantity and many changes. 

SOLUTION: The details of an article are obtained and displayed through the Internet by using 
a URL, which is obtained by reading a two-dimensional code obtained by encoding the URL 
with a handy terminal with a browser. Namely, the two-dimensional code 1 attached to the 
article is read by the scanner of a handy terminal 2, which decodes the read two-dimensional 
code to obtain the URL of the detailed explanation of the article. The browser operating on 
the handy terminal downloads an HTML from the web server of an intranet through a radio 
LAN or the web server of the Internet and displays a web page on a liquid crystal screen on 
the handy terminal. 
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
